š A message from the Governor by Mr. Ramsey, Secretary of 
tate: 


Executive DEPARTMENT, ? 
Nashville, October 9th, 1851. 
Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 

Assembled as you are, at the seat of government, to discharge 
the duties with which you have been invested, it is gratifying to be 
assured of the health and prosperity now prevailing in our com- 
munity. 

For these blessings we are under renewed obligations to the 
Great Ruler of the Universe, who has watched over us, and at all 
times contributed with a bountiful hand to our wants. 

Reports will be laid before you from the different Departments 
of the government of the State, and the Institutions under its con- 
trol, from which you will learn their respective conditions, and the 
manner in which they have been conducted. 

‘The subject of Internal Improvements is more exciting than any 
other likely to occupy your attention during the session. The 
people in each division of the State, are aroused upon this subject, 
and have their plans of improvement, some in progress and others 
in contemplation. You will be asked to extend the aid of the 
State, to a large amount, in building railroads and opening rivers. 
Beginning at the West, a railroad is in progress, or soon will be, 
from Memphis to Charleston, South Carolina, a portion of which 
is located in this State. Iam not advised that any aid will be ask- 
ed for that road from your body. From Memphis by Jackson to 
Nashville a railroad is contemplated to unite with the Nashville and 
Chattanooga road; this we all know would be a work of vast in- 
terest to the people, and should receive every aid the State can 
give it——-The Mobile and Ohio railroad, should it be made, will 
cross the State from South to North, west of the Tennessee river, 
and would be of no small importance to the people in that section 
ot the State, affording them an additional market for the sale of 
their produce. The utility of a continuous railroad from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Atlantic, traversing the entire length of our 
State, cannot he denied. In Middle Tennessee, the Nashville and 
Chattanooga railroad, a most noble enterprise, a portion of which is 
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now in operation, and the East Tennessee and Georgia railroad, 
now partly in operation, and nearly completed, a most admirable 
road, constitute an important part of the road above indicated, and 
guarantee the construction of the whole line of road from the 
Mississippi to the Eastern boundary of the State, there to unite 
with the road now building from Petersburg, Virginia, to the Ten- 
nessee line. The road from Knoxville to the Virginia line has 
been chartered and a portion of it placed under contract; this road 
calls loudly for the assistance of the State, both on account of its 
National importance, and the many local advantages which would 
result from it to the people of that division of the State. This road 
would develope the vast sources of wealth which have been con- 
cealed for ages in the mountains of East Tennessee. This de- 
lightful division of our State, abounding in all the native elements 
of wealth, but hemmed in on ali sides by ledges of lofty moun- 
tains, which seem to forbid its intercourse with other parts of the 
earth, demands artificial assistance to remove the obstructions 
which so long have kept back the streams of wealth which would 
fertilize the country were those barriers removed. The line of 
road above mentioned would pass diagonally through the State 
from South-west to North-east, affording railroad communication 
with the Atlantic, East and South by the Virginia and Georgia roads. 

This improvement would secure the travel and transportation for 
a large scope of country from the Valley of the Mississippi to the 
Atlantic, and would be a source of great profit tothe stockholders 
in the road, besides the wealth and population it would bring into the 
State. The completion of this line of road would be an inducement, 
should the General Government determine to build a railroad to the 
Pacific, to make its Eastern terminus unite withthe Tennessee road. 

Thus our State would become the highway of nations, and the 
traffic between Europe on the one hand, and the East Indies and 
China on the other, would be conducted along this road. 

Many other rail roads are in contemplation, some of which would 
be highly useful. The road from Nashville 10 Jefferson City 
in the State o! Missouri, called the Central Missouri Railroad, 
would cross the ‘Tennessee river not far from the Kentucky line, 
and would furnish railroad communication to the people occupy- 
ing the northern section of Middle Tennessee with the Atlantic. 
Also the Cincinnati Railroad from Nashville through Frankfort, 
Kentucky, to Cincinnati, thus uniting with the north-eastern rail- 
roads and the lakes, and onward to the Atlantic; likewise the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad. These roads, or at least one 
of them, would be of great utility, and may require the aid of the 
State in their construction. In addition to these, other railroads 
have been mentioned as likely to pass over some portion of our 
State. But having already treated this subject at some length, 
I shall particularize no others. 
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We are all satisfied of the benefits which would result to the 
Siate, from a well organized system of railroad communication. 
Bat the great question is, can the State safely extend such aid to 
individual enterprise, as will accomplish this desirable object? 
‘This is a question alone for the determination of your honorable 
body. Experience has shown that partnerships between the State 
and individuals, in works of internal improvement, result badly. 
Perhaps the better plan would be, to grant liberal charters to com- 
panies composed of individuals, for the construction of railroads. 
Let them by their money and labor prepare the road for the rails 
and fixtures, and then call upon the State for aid. Should it ap- 
pear from investigation that the improvements thus made, when 
furnished, would be profitable, let a lien be taken by the State, upon 
the whole stock of the company inthe road as completed, and 
upon the rails and fixtures, to save the State from loss; then let 
the State loan her credit in State bonds payable at a distant day, say 
fifty years or less, bearing an interest of six per cent, payable semi- 
annually, at some commercial point in the United States. Should 
the credit of the State not be impaired by the issue of bonds to an 
amount beyond which it can sately go, the bonds will sell in mar- 
ket for a premium, which might be applied in the payment of in- 
terest. In this way, works of internal improvement may be con- 
structed and put in operation, which would defray the expense 
of bailding, and enrich the individual stockholders, and the State 
bie subjected to no cost, and but little risk in the aid she affords in 
the construction. I recommend to your favorable consideration, 
each of the roads specified above, as meriting all the aid the State 
can safely give, while at the same time, the iluterest of the State 
should be strictly guarded, and all necessary steps taken to secure 
her against loss. l 

A portion of your attention will be given to the subject of 
popular Education. This is a matter that well deserves your con- 
sideration. The system of Common Schools now in use, in many 
particulars may not be the best which can be devised. But 1 re- 
gret that I have no other plan to recommend. The amount of 
the fund for annual distribution is too small to meet the demands 
upon it, under any system that can be devised. 

Upon examination, it will be found difficult to suggest a mode 
by which the fund can be increased, except by taxation. Are your 
constituents prepared to submit toa tax for Common School pur- 
poses? A more intimate knowledge of their views may enable 
vou to judge with greater accuracy than I can do. But the indi- 
cations which have come under my observation, induce the belief 
that such a tax would not meet the approbation of a majority of the 
taxable population of the State. 

Impressed with this conviction, it would be improper to re- 
commend that method of increasing the School Fund; we must 
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wait till public sentiment shall require it, which ultimately must be 
the case, if ever the indigent children m our midst are to be edv- 
cated at public expense. 

It would be wholly useless to urge the utility of popular Edu- 
cation, in preserving and perpetuating our free institutions; this pro- 
position is universally admitted, yet how litle progress has been 
made in securing its blessings. 

I commit the subject to your consideration, hoping your wisdom 
may devise some plan by which this desirable object may be at- 
tained. 

The Bank of Tennessee is a subject in which the State is deep- 
ly interested. It has at all times been the duty of your body to 
examine thoroughly into the condition of this institution. At no 
period in its history has such an investigation been more neces- 
sary than at the present. 

You remember that in this Bank is vested the whole of the 
Common School Fund, and the surplus revenue on deposite with 
the State, together with the unexpended interest thereon; and in 
addition to these amounts, a sum wasordered to be raised on the 
faith of the State, sufficient to make the whole capital five mil- 
lions of dollars; yet the capital of the Bank has never reached 
that amount. The annual revenue of the State is likewise depos- 
ited in this Bank. The Bank of Tennessee is also used as the 
great fiscal agent of the State. These facts show the deep in 
terest which the people of the State bave in the faithful adminis- 
tration of this institution, and indicate the vigilance which should 
be exercised by their agents over its administration. What its 
present condition is, and how it has been conducted for the last two 
years, you will learn from a report tobe made by its presiding officer. 

I commend to your consideration the various acts of Assembly 
pertaining to this institution, for sech amendments as the nature 
of the case may seem to require. 

I am no advocate for frequent changes in the fundamental law 
of the State, but when defects become apparent, itis the part of 
wisdom to remove them, and to adopt something in their stead, 
more likely to answer the original design. 

The interest of the State, combined with public sentiment, de- 
mand a change in the made of electing Judges, and Attorneys 
General. The incipient steps were taken by the last Legislature 
to soamend the Constitution, as to give the election of those 
officersto the people direct. To consummate the measure re- 
quires the action of this General Assembly. 

I commend to your favorable consideration this subject. 

Complaints have been made as to the unequal operation of the 
revenue laws, as they affect the mercantile community. It will be 
your duty to look carefully into this subject, and should defects 
be found to exist, to apply the proper remedy. 
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I recommend the subject to your consideration, for such amend- 
ments as may be thought necessary. > 

A vacancy occurred in the office of Chancellor, in the Middle 
Division of the State, by the death of the Hon. Terry H. Cahal, 
which was filled temporarily by the appointment of Hon. A. O. P. 
Nicholson, who after holding the office some time resigned, and 
S. D. Frierson was then appointed, who now holds the office. 
Also a vacancy occurred in the seventh judicial circuit, by the 
death of the Hon. M. A. Martin, the temporary appointment was 
tendered to Alfred Robb, Esq., who declined it, and the Hon. 
Cave Johnson was then appointed, and is.now in office. In the 
fourth judicial circuit a vacancy was made by the resignation of 
the Hon, W. B. Campbell, which was filled temporarily by the 
appointment of the Hon. Alvin Cullom. Likewise a vacancy oc- 
curred in the Cuxsmon law and chancery court of the city of 
Memphis, by the death of the Hon. W. B. Turley, which was tem- 
porarily filled by the appointment of the Hon. William R. Harris, 

The office of Attorney General in the eleventh judicial circuit 
was vacated by the resignation of D. M. Leatherman, which 
was filled by the appointment of John D. Goodall, Esg. Also 
a vacancy exists in the office of Attorney General in the twelfth 
district by the resignation of J. W. Carter to take effect from the 
first day of October, 1851. In this last case no appointment has 
been made. No other vacancies have come to my knowledge, 
which your Honorable body can fill, since your last adjournment. 

In compliance with an act of the General Assembly, passed 
January 30th, 1850, I appointed Doctor J. G. M, Ramsey, of 
Knox county, East Tennessee, Agent, to control the bonds of the 
State, authorized and required to be issued, in bebalf of the East 
Tennessee and Georgia Railroad company, I caused to be issued 
and placed in the hands of the agent for the benefit of said com- 
pany, coupon bonds of the State, tothe amount of three hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, payable forty years after date, bearing 
six per cent per annum interest, payable semi-annually in the city 
of New York. Doctor Ramsey has made a report, now on file in 
the office of the Secretary of State, which shows the able manner 
in which he has in part executed his trust, the law authorizing the 
appointment is.silent on the subject of compensation to the agent, 
whether the compensation and expenses of the agent should be 
paid by the State, or by the company is not determiued by the law. 
4 would respectfully call your attention to the subject for such ac- 
tion as you may deem proper. The trust has been one of great 
responsibility, and attended with some difficalty in the execution, 
and should be well rewarded. 

On application of the President and Directors of the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad company, and in obedience to an act 
passed 25th January, 1850, | appointed three Commissioners to 
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wits William B. Grove, R. F. Mackin and James A. Rogers, 
qualified as the act requires, to assess the value of the interest of 
the State, in the Lagrange and Memphis Railroad company, and to 
report the same to the Governor. The Commissioners have made 
their report, fixing the amount at fifteen thousand dollars, which is 
filed with the Secretary of State. But owing tosome defect in the 
bond for the payment of the purchase money the title has not’ been 
conveyed, but tull assurance has been given that the whole matter 
will soon be adjusted. 

In obedience to an act of the General Assembly, passed 4th Feb- 
ruary, 1845S, and at the request of the President and Directors of 
ihe Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Company, and afier being 
satisfied that all provisions of the law had been complied with, I 
endorsed and guarantied, in the name and on the behalf of the 
State of Tennessee, the bonds of the Nashville and Chattanooga 
Railroad company, to the amount of two bundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, bearing interest at the rate of six per cent per annum, 
and payable thirty years after date. These bonds when endorsed 
and guarantied, were delivered to the President of the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railroad company. 

The beautiful State Capitol now in progress of construction has, 
since your last adjournment, made rapid advances towards comple- 
tion, owing in part to the fact that a lurger amount had been appro- 
priated for that object than on former occasions. I submit to your 
honorable body the propriety of making still greater allowances and 
completing the building with as little delay as practicable. This 
course would doubtless result inthe benefit of the State, by reliev- 
ing it from the high salary of officers employed to superintend its 
construction. 

I congratulate your honorable body that the new State Hospital 
fur the insane in Tennessee is now ready, or nearly so, to be occus 
pied. It will be for you to direct and control its management by 
speciallaw. ‘This edifice and its benevolent objects do honor to 
the humanity of our Legislature in behalf of many, deserving 
both our pity and tender care. 

The General Assembly by resolution passed 18th December, 
1549, made it my duty to appoint some suitable person to select 
from the finest specimens of Marble in the State, a slab, on which 
the name of the State,and any other inscription deemed prudent 
should be made, and to have the same placed within the great 
National Washington Monument, at the City of Washington. I 
appointed the late Girard ‘Troost te make the selection, who after 
entering upon the duties, but before much progress had been made 
departed this life. IT then appointed the Hon. Dan’l Graham, who 
made the selection from the quarry of Orvilie Rice, Esq., of the 
county of Hawkins. ‘The slab is four feet long, two feet thick, and. 
eighteen inches deep, of a dark chocolate color, highly finished, and

with the following inscription: ‘“'Tennessee—The Federal Union: 
It must be preserved.” ‘Lhe slab has been sent to the City of 
Washington, and the expenses paid, which amounted to three hun- 
dred dollars. 

I have now touched briefly upon the subjects of State policy 
which I wished to lay before you, and might here close this com- 
munication. The subject of Federal relations, now occupies a 
very equivocal position. The first session’ of the last Congress 
was chiefly occupied in discussing the points of controversy be- 
tween the different sections of the Union, and afier a lengthy, 
heated debate, they ‘passed a series of laws called the Compro- 
mise measures, which were intended to finally settle all the pointe 
of controversy among the different sections of the Union. Should 
this adjustment have the desired effect, it will be a matter of gen- 
eral joy throughout the Union. I deem itthe duty of every good 
citizen to give this attempted adjustment a fair trial, and to endeav- 
or by all honorable means to reconcile the disturbed elements, and 
to restore peace and harmony to the country. My views upon the 
subject of Federal politics have been recently freely expressed all 
over the State, in the presence and hearing of the assembled multi- 
tudes. I therefore deem it wholly useless, as they remain un- 
changed, here to express them. 

In closing this communication, permit me to tender my best 
wishes for your success, indulging the hope that your labors may 
result in the adoption of such measures as will promote the last- 


ing prosperity and happiness of the State.

‘The Judges of the Supreme Court shall be elected 
by the qualified voters of the State at large, and the Judges of such 
inferior courts as the Legislature may establish, shall be elected 
by the qualified voters residing within the bounds of any district or 
circuit to which such inferior Judge or Judges either of Law or 
Equity may be assigned by ballot, in the same manner that mem- 
bers of the General Assembly are elected. Courts may be estab- 
lished to be bolden by Justiees of the Peace. Judges of the Su- 
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preme Court shall be thirty-five years of age, and shall be elected 
for the term of eight years. 

The fifth Section of the sixth Article of the Constitution shall be 
so amended as to read as follows: 

Sec. 5. An Attorney General for the State shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of the State at large, and the Attorney forthe 
State for any circuit or district to which a Judge of an infe- 
rior court may be assigned, shall be elected by the qualified voters 
within the bounds of such circuit or district, in the same manner 
that members to the General Assembly are elected; all said attor- 
neys, both for the State and circuit or district, shall hold theiroffices 
for the term of six years. In all cases where the Attorney for any 
district fails or refusesto attend and prosecute according to law, 
the Court shall have power to appoint an Attorney PRO TEMPORE.

That the State give aid to specific railroad companies, which 
are or may hereafter be chartered, as follows: ist, To assist com- 
panies which are or may hereafter be formed, to complete a line of 
railroad from the Virginia line toa place called Madrid Bend, on 
the Mississippi river, ard within the limits of the State of Ten- 
nessee. Said line of road to be constructed by the East ‘Tennessee 
and Virginia company, from the Virginia line to Knoxville; from 
thence to Charleston, by the Georgia and East Tennessee com- 
pany; thence to Chattanooga by a company which shail be char- 
tered; from thence to Nashville by the Nashville and Chattanooga 
company; thence, if practicable, to the Madrid Bend, on the Mis- 
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sissippi river. To also give like assistance to the Nashville and 
Louisville road, to be extended from Nashville to the nearest point 
of intersection on the Memphis and Charleston railroad within 
the limits of Tennessee. K 

2d. The amount of aid to be received by each company from the 
State, shall be sufficient to complete the road and put the cars upon 
it after the company has fixed the timbers down upon the road ; the 
bonds of each company shall be so executed that the company shall 
endorse for the State. Said bonds to be redeemed by the company. 

3d. That the interest on the bonds of each company shall be 
paid by the company as it accrues before the State becomes liable 
forthe bonds ofa company. The State shall be made secure against 
the liability of loss by the company. Provision shall be made re- 
quiring each company before it receives aid from the State, to agree 
to commence laying the railiag at a terminus or on the line of some 
railroad, or on the margin of some navigable river. 

4th. That provision be made by law to give the Staté the privi- 
lege, if she chooses, to become a permanent owner in each road 
which she may aid in building, to the amount of the assistance 
which the company receives from the State. This discretionary 
privilege shall not vest in the State until after the expiration of 
thirty years from the completion of each road; provided, that in all 
cases the State shall pay to the company the amount of bonds it 
may have redeemed at the time, with interest and its accruable 
value thereon.

elected. All of said Attorneys, both for the State and Circuits or 
Districts, shall hold their offices for the term of six years. Inall 
cases where an Attorney for any District fails, or refuses to attend 
and prosecute according tolaw, the Court shall have powerto 
appoint an Attorney PRO TEMPORE. 

Sec. 6. The 4th section of the 10th article of the Constitution 
of the State of Tennessee, be so altered that a new county may be 
formed out of a portion of the territory now composing the counties 
of Haywood, Madison, Gibson and Dyer, the line of which shall not 
run nearer than ten miles of Dyersburg and Jackson; and that a 
new county may be formed out of a portion of the territory now 
composing the counties of McNairy and Hardeman; and that 
anew county may be formed out of that portion of Obion county 
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that lies West of Reelfoot lake on the Mississippi river; and that 
a new county may be formed out of fractions of the counties of 
Washington, Sullivan, Hawkins and Greene, by the name of the 
county of Powell; and that a new county may be formed out of a 
portion of the territory now composing the counties of Marion and 
Bledsoe; which new counties may consist of less than 350 square 
miles, and the lines of said new counties may run nearer than 12 
miles to the county-seats of said old counties, and that said old 
counties may be reduced below 625 square miles. 

That anew county may be formed out of the South- 
west portion of Wayne county, and the South-east portion ot Har 
din county, and that said new county may consist of less than 350 
square miles; and that the county of Lewis, formed of the frac- 
tions of Maury, Lawrence, Wayne and Hickman, by an act passed 
on the 21st of December, 1843, chap. 38, entitled an act to estab- 
lish the county of Lewis, shall be declared a constitutional county, 
and may consist of less than 350 square miles; Provided. that 
a majority of the qualified votersin said county shall agree thereto;

Fellow--Citizens of the Senate and 
House of Representatives : 


The message of my predecessor at the commencement of the 
session, has placed before you very fully, official information of the 
state of the government. Yet, in deference to the usages of the 
State, I submit for your consideration such views as I entertain in 
respect to the important matters of legislation to which the public 
good would seem to invite your attention. 

You wield the whole legislative power of one of thirty-one sov- 
ereign States, united in the most powerful republican confederacy 
on the face of the earth. In discharging your duties as legislators, 
your action will necessarily have relation in some degree to the 
National as well as to the State Government; for such is the struc- 
ture of our institutions, that both the National and State Govern- 
ments, endowed with sovereignty within their respective spheres, 
derive their powers from the same great people, in whom at least 
rests the real, the ultimate and the supreme sovereignty. 

In such a government, and one which has grown tọ be of vast 
extent and diverse interests—the injunction of the Constitution of 
the State “to encourage knowledge, learning and virtue,” and “a 
well regulated system of Internal _Improvements’”—as “being es- 
sential tothe preservation of republican institutions,” and ‘“calcu- 
lated to develop the resources,of the State, and promote the happi- 
ness and prosperity of her citizens,” cannot but be regarded as 
wise and patriotic. It is by all conceded to be the obvious duty of 
the legislature to promote and encourage education. A faithful ob- 
servance of the constitutional provision, making the common school 
funda “perpetual fund, the principal of which shall never be di- 
minished by legislative appropriations,” may doubtless be expect- 
ed at your hands. I would, however, invite your careful exami- 
nation into the best mode of carrying out auother portion of the 
same fundamental law, which requires that “the interest thereof 
shall be inviolably applied to the support and encouragement of 
common schools throughout the State, and for the équal benefit of 
all the people thereof.” It is deeply to be regretted that the fund 
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isnot larger or more effective. It is much to be desired that some 
plan could be devised by which its benefits could be so distributed 
as to secure an education to all who are really unable to procure 
one. But, coming as you do fresh from the different counties, and 
fully enlightened as to the sentiments of your respective constituen- 
cies, I submit the question of a modification of the present school 
“system to your decision, merely begging to impress on you the pro- 
priety of a free interchange of opinion, and an attentive consider- 
ation of the whole subject. 

No State has more to promise itself from ‘a well regulated sys- 
tem of Internal Improvement” than Tennessee, geographically 
placed ina vast interior, far distant from ocean and lakes, and the 
great marts of commerce, the heavy products of our labor slowly 
wend their way to distant markets, burdened with great costs, 
risks, aud delays of transportation, while the fabrics of other coun- 
tries reach us in return, taxed with the profits of a hundred hands 
through which they must pass before they touch our borders. 

We possess in a remarkable degree the elements of wealth ; but 
being cut off from commercial intercoure, they remain compara- 
tively undeveloped. The soil teems with a superabundance of 
agricultural products; emboweled in the earth lie inestimable min- 
eral treasures ; the water power of the streams, the timber of the 
forests, the variety of staples, and the excellence of the climate, 
combine to give us a capacity for population and wealth, rarely to 
be met with elsewhere. But it is worthy of remark that other 
States less favored appear to have outstripped us. Why is this so? 
The last census returns show that our increase of population within 
the last ten years has been twenty-one per cent., whiist the average 
increase for the United States has been thirty-five per cent. It 
wonld seem that where Railroads have been built, there has been a 
rapid development of population and resources. Within the period 
above referred to, Georgia has increased in population thirty per 
cent.; New York twenty-seven per cent.; Pennsylvania thirty-one 
per cent. Ohio forty-one per cent.; Indiania forty-four per cent.; 
Illinois sixty-eight per cent, and some other States still more 
largely. 

Rivers and Railroads beyond our borders turn the currents of 
travel around and from us, diverting to other fields masses of cap- 
ital and skilled labor in search of employment. A Railroad from 
Louisvile to Nashville, affording a passage in six hours, at acost of 
from three to five dollars, would introduce thousands of stardy and 
skillful laborers from the teeming thoroughfares of the North-west, 
who now, encountering a stage passage of thirty-six hours, ata cost 
of fifteen dollars, turn aside from what they regard as an impene- 
trable interior. And so it would be at each end of the great thor- 
oughfare from central Virginia through East Tennessee to the Mis- 
sissippi river at Memphis, or one from the sea board at Charleston 
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and Savannah through Middle and West Tennessee to the Madrid 
Bend ; or from Mobile or New Orleans through West Tennessee to 
the Ohio river and the lakes. 

Our vast coal fields, which lie undisturbed, while our pig iron 
seeks founderies and rolling mills erected upon the coal fields of 
Pennsylvania and other States. and while our cotton and wool are 
transported to still more distant manufactories, would then be 
thrown open to the purpose for which they were designed, and our 
mountains and valleys would resound with the busy clang of ham- 
mers, looms and spindles. A wise division of labor would ensue 3 
consumers of the farmer’s produce would take at good prices all 
his surplus products at his very door. Every portion of the State 
would be brought into close proximity with good markets, and the 
value of lands would be greatly enhanced. The results, as shown 
by other States, which have constructed such roads, and to the de- 
tails of which I invite your attention, are no less astonishing than 
cheering to the friends of Internal Improvements. 

The public works indicated are invited by the approaches of the 
neighboring States of Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Kentucky, all of whom it is gratifying 
to observe, are pointing their great roads towards Tennessee. 
South Carolina and Georgia, as you are aware, have already pen- 
etrated our border; Virginia is pushing her work rapidly to the 
line; Kentucky, Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, are earnest- 
ly moving inthe same great system of public works. We shall 
have but a small part to be accomplished in the immense network 
of Railroads of which Tennessee will become the centre; but this 
small part will be sufficient to tax very greatly the energies of our 
people. It will require many'years and large expenditures to ac- 
complishit; but when done it will return the expenditures ten-fold, 
fully develop our vast resources, and ultimately render Tennessee 
one of the most prosperous and powerful States in the confed- 
eracy» 

Individual enterprise, assisted by the credit of the State, has al- 
ready accomplished much towards it, and show how the remainder 
may in the main be effected. Without demanding a dollar from 
the State Treasury, or requiring any guarantee without the most 
ample indemnity, the Nashville and Chattanooga company have 
raised abundant means for completing that road, more than forty 
miles of which are already finished, and the remainder expected to 
be completed in another year, a total distance of about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles. Individual enterprise, assisted by the State, 
has already compieted about forty miles of the East Tennessee 
and Georgia road, and the work is rapidly progressing. Individ- 
ual enterprise has also taken the lead, and thus far without 
the aid of the State has made a commencement upon the East 
Tennessee and Virginia road, another great link in the important 
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chain through the valleys of East Tennessee. About $2,600,000 
have been subscribed’ to the Memphis and Charleston road. Over 
$2,000,000 tothe road from Lonisville to Nashville, and above 
$150,000 to the road from Nashville to Columbia. e 

All these works deserve the countenance of the State, and some 
of them will, to a greater or less extent, no doubt, require in some 
form a loan of the credit of the State. Individuals should in all 
such enterprises take the lead. They are entitled when the works 
promise to be of publie utility, to liberal charters. The State 
ought not herself to engage in them, but when it is manifest that 
the works are important to the public interest, promising fair prof- 
its on investments, and the citizens have already taxed themselves 
liberally, but are not able to accomplish their heavy undertakings, it 
does seem tome to be a high duty of the State to loan her credit, 
at least towards ironing and equipping the roads after they have 
been prepared for the iron, upon ample indemnity by the individ- 
ual stockholders against loss, and to any needed extent which 
Pa seriously embarrass the State Treasury or cripple her 
credit 

These principlesare regarded as fundamental, and ought never 
to be lost sight of or departed from. It will be your duty carefully 
to examine isto, and determine upon the ability of the State to grant 
the aid which may be asked for. Iwould also suggest to you the 
great propriety of securing for the State an intelligent and careful 
supervision of such work as she may feel called uponto give her 
aid to, at least tothe extent of seeing that the condition upon which 
gueh aid is to be granted, shall in good faith be complied with. 

Connected intimately with this subject is an examination into the 
resoutecs and Jiabilities of the State. The report of the Comp- 
troller, and those of the different Banks in which the funds of the 
State have been invested, which reports are already before you, 
furnish data for determining their true character and amount. 

I recommend a careful and thorough examination into the va- 
rious offices aud institutions, having the custody of public funds.— 
Eeonomyand a faithful discharge of duty on the part of ministerial 
functionaries, are the better insured by constant habits of vigilance, 
in the supervision of government authorities, on which they are de- 
pendente Under various changes in the laws, making disposition 
of special funds of the State, some obscurity is liable to arise in re- 
lation to the character-and amount of certain funds, if not account- 
ed with care,and with proper distinctness. Tobserve that the 
stock of the State in the Union Bank is-reported by the Bank, and 
by the Comptroller, at $625,600. T submit to vou to ascertain 
whether the actual amountis not $664,094. The item of $38,494, 
which is notincluded by the Bank, and which is mentioned as 
county school funds by the Comptroller, is a portion of the funds 
made common school funds of the State, and which has been so 
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strictly regarded by the act of 1827, ch. 64—the act of 1831, ch. 
16—the act of 1835, ch. 23, and the act of 1844, ch. 159. The 
$146,000 item of stock in the Union Bank, is school fund stock of 
the State, and the interest arising from this and other school fund 
stocks, is directed by law to be paid into the contingent fund of the 
Bank of Tennessee, whilst the dividends arising from the original 
stock of the State inthe Union Bank, becomes principal of com- 
mon school fund, and the bonus paid by the Bank constitutes part 
of the annual distributive school fund. After meeting the accruing 
interest upon the Union Bank bonds, the surplus of these profits, 
should be separately accounted, as directed by law, that no confu- 
sion may hereafter arise as to their identity or afnount. 

It appears that the proceeds of the sales of school lands belong- 
ing to school districts of certain of the counties of the State, as pro- 
vided for inthe act of 1844, have accumulated, in the Bank of 
Tennessee, to the amount of $801,965 12. As these sales were 
made on the terms of ten annual payments, it is probable that the 
whole proceeds collected, and uncollected, amount toa much larger 
sum. With soimportant a fund, it is worthy of inquiry, what 
amount of lands have been sold; what are the whole proceeds of the 
sales; what portion, whether due or undue, remains uncollected; 
what portion, ifany, is not well secured; aud to what extent each 
school land district is entitled to interest, on the funds raised on se- 
curities running to maturity? 

In connection with the public revenues. it will doubtless arrest 
your attention, that the average value of land for taxation in the 
State, has again receded nearly to the low point of depression at- 
tained in 1846, which caused the modification of the law at the next 
ensuing session of the Legislature. The supposed remedy then 
provided, would seem to have lostits force; and it behooves you to 
enquire what further change is necessary toenforce just valuations. 
It is certain that the actual value of lands have generally advanced 
instead of receded. Yet the average assessment value for the 
whole State is now reported to be but $3 25 per acre. 

It will be your duty at this session, to make provision for the pay- 
ment of the second instalment of the Union Bunk bonds, amount. 
ing to $125,000, which fall due on the first day of January, 1858. 
It appears to me probable that this payment may be safely spared 
out of the present large surplus inthe Treasury; but this you will 
be better prepared to determine after providing for other unavoidable 
demands upon the Treasury, 

It would seem that about fifteen thousand dollars of the revenue 
raised for the building of the new Lunatic Asylum, remain in the 
Treasury unexpended. This building has been completed in a 
style highly creditable to the commissioners, who superintended 
its construction, and will, I doubt not, answer the humane and be- 
nevolent purposes for which it was designed. It yet remains to be 
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enclosed and furnished, and otherwise fitted up with conveniences 

for the reception of patients. I refer you to the report of the com- 

missioners for particulars, and would respectfully recommend that 

an early appropriation be made for this purpose, out of the funds 
rovided by law. 

The nett profit, exhibited by the Bank of Tennessee, within the 
last two years, of $416,799 15, on an actual capital of $2,389,652 
54, is larges and itis gratifying to notice that the suspended debt of 
the Bank has been reduced $94,628 75. Iam not aware that any 
change of the law as respects this important institution, is required 
at the present session. But a careful, vigilant, and thorough exami- 
tion into its affairs, is no doubt expected by your constituenciesand 
demanded by the true interest of the State, and should not on your 
part be omitted or neglected. 

I regard it as highly expedient that you should make a libera 

appropriation towards the completion of the State Capitol, that it may 
certainly be finished within the next two years. 
_ Convinced as 1 am of the great propriety of making serious and 
important changes in our system of jurisprudence, I cannot pass by 
that subject without specially calling your attention to the necessity 
and importance of simplifying the practice and pleadingsin our 
courts of justice, or of altogether abolishing the whole system of spe- 
cial pleading, and of uniting in the same tribunal the administra- 
tion of both Equity and Law. The improvements of the age in 
which we live, the geniusand spirit of our republican institutions, 
and an enlightened public opinion, based upon a long and careful 
consideration of the subject, demand that the reform should be 
made. Some ofthe oldest and most enlightened States in the con- 
fedcracy, on whom were also entailed those antiquated English 
forms, of actions and practice, regarding them as an excrescence 
injurious to apure and just administration of the law, have lopped 
them off, and adopted far more simple and plain procedure in their 
courts. Isincerely hope you may adopt such measures as will 
remedy the evil complained of. 

I regard the recent expressions of popular opinion with reference 
to the mode of electing Judges and Attorneys General, as creating 
a strongimplication ot duty upon your Honorable body, fully to 
sanction the act passed upon at the last session of the General As- 
sembly, and which now awaits your action. The present mode of 
election isjustly hable to objections. The fundamental theory of 
aur government consists in reliance upon the virtue and intelligence 
ofthe people. Who will doubt, that they who have so long been the 
safe depositories of higher powers, will exercise, with reference to 
these offices, that wisdom and purity and patriotism which have 
been the characteristics and the glory of the American people? 

I have said that, in discharging your duties as legislators, your 
action will necessarily have relation in some degree to the National 
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as well as State Government. Among the duties: of this class de- 
volving uponat this session, is that of laying off the Sate into Con- 
gressional districts, in which you will be guided by the late census 
-returns and the regulations of law provided by the government of 
the United States. Connected withthis duty will also be that of 
laying off the State into Senatorial and Representative districts for 
the State Legislature, in which you will be aided by the enumera- 
tion of votes taken under the constitution within the present year. 
The term of the Hon. Hopkins L. Turney, late a Senator in the 
Congress of the United States, expired on the third day of March 
last, and the duty devolves upon you at this session to fill that va- 
carcy. 
Ip view? of the great interesttaken in the subject by the people 
of the United States, it is my opinion that you should reflect in 
some form of public expression, the sentiments of the people of our 
State, in connexion with the great questions which have so recent- 
ly disturbed the peace, the harmony and safety of the Union. Ten- 
nessee isnot without a powerful influence in the confederacy—an 
influence to which the valor of her sonsin war, and their wisdom 
and moderationin peace, have justly entitled her. Her voice should 
be fully and fairly heard. Her people are patriotic, devoted to the 
Union, true to the peculiar rights of the South, faithful to the Con- 
stitution, obedient to the laws, and ever steadily loyal to the true 
glory and greatness of this country. They have stood asa mighty 
rock amid the surges ofthe sea, whether the tempests of passion 
` have come from the North or South, sternly repelling the threaten- 
ing tide of abolition on one side, and the angry billows of disunion 
on the other. The peaceand glory of the Republic may yet de- 
pend upon a proper observance of moderate and patriotic counsels, 
such as it is your honored privilege to give utterance to, as the 
chosen representatives of the people or Tennessee. The series of 
laws passed by the last Congress, known as the “compromise 
measures,” Iregard asa great final settlement of the questions 
~connected with slavery. Under the circumstances existing at the 
time of the passage of these measures, I believe that settlement the 
best that could have been effected, both for the North and the 
South—that in no other way could the peace of the country and the 
integrity of the Union have been so certainly preserved; and that any 
attempt now to distnrb it, if successful, would tend to the extreme 
peril of the Union, and of that peace, prosperity and happiness 
which we so eminently enjoy under it. My sentimentsare directly 
at variance with those, whether in the North or in the South, who are 
- dissatisfied with, and would peril the stability of the Union, on ac- 
count of the enactment of this great adjustment. I rejoice to wit- 
ness, from day to day, increased evidence, that the American peo- 
ple will sustain this signal achievement of wisdom and patriotism, 
and thus secure its complete and ultimate triumph over the mis- 
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chievous purposes of designing politicians, both at the North and 
the South. Ido not doubtthat its provisions will be strictly and 
rigidly enforced by the patriotic administration now in controlof the 
Government; and [am strongly persuaded that a sound public opin- 
ion will firmly maintain them inviolate on the statute book. 

In conclusion, I can only assure you of my earnest desire, that 
you shall adoptsuch measures as will redound to the honor, the 
prosperity and glory of our beloved State, and of my cordial co- 
operation in whatever you may devise, that tends to promote the 
general welfare.

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The Judiciary committee ta whom was referred resolutions pro- 
posing to blend the resolutions passed atthe last session proposing 
toamend the Constitution, beg leave to report: 

That the Constitution provides that an amendment, or amend- 
ments may be passed once in six years. It matters not how ma- 
ny amendments are proposed, it is only necessary that they be 
submitted to the people at the same time. The propositions must 
be passed by one Legislature by a majority, and at the next ses- 
sion by two-thirds. After passing at one session of the Legisla- 
ture, they cannot be amended at the next, for the reason, that if 
amended, the propositions would not be the same; and if amended 
there would be no limitation to the amendments, and the identity 
of the otiginal proposition be entirely destroyed, which carried out 
to its legitimate result would make the Constitution amendable by 
the action of one session of the Legislature, and thus make entirely 
null and void that article of the Constitution providing the mode 
of its own. amendment. j , 

Nor can two separate propositions passed at one session be join- 
ed together at the next, forthe reason that the two are blended 
into one, and one must operate as an amendment tothe other. Be- 
sides, when the two propositions are entirely distinct in their fea- 
tures, it would be highly unjust to compel the people to vote upon 
both or neither.

true interest, but under the wholesome influence of the examples of 
her more spirited and enterprising sisters, by the arguments and 
persuasions ôf her most gifted sons, and by the sober second 
thought ot her yeomnanry, she is at length aroused, and through the 
Messages of the late, and present Governor declares to usthat she 
is now disposed to see her Legislature devise and-adopt a liberal 
and judicious system of Internal Improvements, and that she is dis- 
posed, when individual means and enterprise have gone ahead and 
prepared the local work of important lines of Rail-way, passing 
through her territory, enhancing the value of her soil, swelling her 
revenue, and contributing to the comfort and prosperity of her 
citizens, as a generous sovereign, enjoying the eminent domain 
of this fruitful land, loan her credit to enable such companies to iron, 
equip, and set toimmediate and profitable work, the various impor- 
tant roads, which may be deemed by Legislative sagacity and pru- 
dence, worthy of such aid, and by their prospect of profit, and pro- 
posed mortgages, will secure the State against liability to loss.— 
. Acting upon this as a governing principle, the undersigned witha 
full appreciation of the East Tennessee and Virginia Rail-road, as 
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one of our great projected thoroughfares, eminently worthy to be in- 
cluded in the provisions of a General Bill, have been unwilling to 
favor this or any other application for extra aid, out-side of that 
contemplated for important lines , which may be imbraced in the 
General Bill. l 

For it isthe local work done by individual means and enterprise 
in the preparation of the road-bed for the reception of iron and 
equipments, that constitutes the basis of security for the advance- 
ment of State aid, and if the means of the State are to be asked 
and obtained to assist in this preliminary work, the security is les- 
sened, and for this reason the example should be avoided. 

The majority of this committee who recommend this measure 
to the House with the exceptionof two members, are from that di- 
vision of the State, which feels naturally the deepest interest in 
this important work, and in the exercise of a very common and ex- 
cusable partiality for home interests, have urged this proposition 
with great zeal and assiduity before the committee, and it may be 
anticipated that the Representatives of other sectional interests en- 
couraged by the success of this precedent, and indulging a like 
desire to gratify their constituents, will apply for similar bounties. 
When these various applications for special aid are footed up with 
the Habilities contemplated in the General Bill, the undersigned 
fear that the sum total will excite fearful apprehensions in the 
minds of sanguine and ardent friends of Internal Improvements, 
and will furaish the opposition with a most potent and fermidable 
weapon of attack. 

The undersigned, actuated by the kindest feelings for the East 
Tennessee works, and with an eye steadily directed to the para- 
mount importance of devising a judicious system, which will be 
readily endorsed and sustained by the great mass of the State, 
would most earnestly and respectfully ask the House to ponder

MAJORITY REPORT BY MR. BRABSON. 


Whereas, Opinions have been advocated at the North and at the 
South, in reference to the Compromise measures passed by the 
last Congress, and the question growing out of slavery in the United 
States, which, if persisted in, are calculated to bring the General 
Government in conflict with the States of the Union, and threaten 
the destruction of the Constitution and the liberties of the country; 
and the people of Tennessee, through her Legislature, desire dis- 
tinctly to state their views on these questions. 

1. Resolved, therefore, by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, that the people of this State feel, and ardently cherish 
an abiding devotion to the Union and Constitution of the United 
States. 

2. Resolved, That the Constitution of the United States does 
nat recognise the right of secession on the part of any of the States 
of this Union, and the people of the Untied States, in the adop- 
tion thereof, did ordain and establish a government of limited pow- 
ers, and not a confederacy merely, and that it proceeds upon the 
idea that it is to be perpetual lke other forms of government, sub- 
ject only to be dissolved by revolution. 

3. Resolved, That the State of Tennessee maintains the right 
of the people of the States, whenever palpably, intolerably and un- 
constitutionally oppressed by the government of the United States 
to resist its illegal action by force, if necessary; but this right is, 
in tts character, revolutionary, and that there is no cause at pres- 
ent for the exercise of such right. 

4. Resolved, Thatthis State willaid the Executive of the United 
States, whenever necessary, by all legal means, in executing the 
constitutional laws of the Unjted States. But in that spirit of hope 
and kindness which must exist between the States to preserve 
the Union, she warns her sister States at the North, that a repeal, 
or failure to enforce the provisions of the fugitive slave bill, or 
any modification of it, so as to destroy its efficiency, will tend to 
a train of deplorable consequences, from which a dissolution of 
the Union will be the most probable result; and she hereby gives 
utterance to her unqualified condemnation of the agitation of the 
subject of slavery in the Northern States, and all the steps taken 
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and the movements set on foot by the fanatics and abolitionists, 
to resist the execution of the law for the reclamation of fugitive 
slaves. 

5. Resolved, That the laws passed by the last Congress for the 
Compromise of the slavery questions, meet with the approbation 
of Tennessee, as being the best which, under all the circumstan- 
ces, could be adopted—that their passage was not a triumph of 
either party or” section, and they are regarded as a settlement in 
principle and substance, a final settlement of the dangerous and 
exciting subjects whioh they embraced; and the State of Tennes- 
see hereby pledges her hearty support in their enforcement. .

' The undersigned being the minority of the committee on Fed- 
| eral Relations, and nnabie to concur with the majority in their re- 
į Port upon Resolutions No. and No. „beg leave to submit 

the following, as containing some of the reasons of their non-cos- 
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currence, and beg leave to submit it as their report in lieu of the 
“report of the majority. 

1. Resolved, By thg General Assemby of the State of Ten- 
nessee, That although the acts lately passed by Congress, com- 
monly called the “Compromise bills” fall short of that measure of 
justice to which the South, in our opinion are fairly entitled, yet, 
as the same have become the laws of the land, and for the purpose 
of giving the highest proof of our attachment and devotion to the 
Union, this legislature hereby declares its willingness to abide by 
them, with that fidelity which has distinguished the citizens of our 
State on all former occasions. 

2, Resolved, That this determination to abide by said “Com- 
promise bills” is predicated on the express condition that the North 
shall faithfully carry them out on her part according to the spirit 
and true meaning of the same. 

3. Resolved, That this General Assembly does distinctly under- 
stand that, according to the true spirit and meaning of said legis- 
lation, it embraces all the action which the North proposes to take 
in relation to slavery. i 

4. Resolved, If contrary to the above understanding of said 
compromise measures, the people of the Northern States by volun- 
tary association or otherwise, shall continue to obstruct and pre- 
vent the execution of the fugitive slave bill, or if congress shall at 
any time repeal, or so alter or amend it as to make it less effica- 
cious than it now is, or if it should pass any bill abolishing slavery 
in the District of Columbia, or abolishing it directly or indirectly 
in the States, or if the present basis of slave representation be 
obliterated, or if the transportation of slaves from one slave-hold- 
ing State to another be prohibited, or if new States shall be reject- 
ed because they may tolerate slavery in their constitutions—in any 
or in all of these cases, this General Assembly feel constrained to 
declare that they should hold the same to be such a breach of plight- 
ed faith and a violation of the constitution so palpable and wilful, 
as well tojustify the Southern States to resort to any and to every 
means of self preservation, which their peace, safety, and honor 
might demand. E 

5, Resolved, That whilst expressing the foregoing sentiments 
ia relation to the “compromise measures,” this General Assembly 
is free further to declare the unabated attachment and devotion €f 
themselves and their constituents to the Constitution, and the 
Union; an attachment which they have never failed to evince in 
all times of: peril and danger to the Republic.

RESOLUTIONS ON FEDERAL RELATIONS. 


Whereas, Opinions have been advocated in both sections of the 
Union, in reference to those measures of the last Congress, known 
as the “Compromise Measures of 1850, which are calculated to 
destroy the rights and institutions of the South on the one hand, 
and on the other threaten the existence of the constitution and 
the perpetuation of the Union;—and whereas, the people of Ten- 
nessee, through her Legislature, desire to state distinctly their 
views on these various questions, Therefore, 

Resolved, By the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That the people of this State feel and ardently cherish a devoted 
attachment tothe Union and constitution of the country. 

Resolved, That the constitution of the United States recognizes 
no right of secession as existing in the people of any one State or 
States, or in any nomber of States; that this is not a pure con- 
federacy, but a perfect government of limited powers; that it pro- 
ceeds upon the idea that it is to be perpetual. like other forms of 
government, subject only to be dissolved by revolution. 

Resolved, That the State of Tennessee maintains the right of 
the people of the States to meet oppression from whatever source 
it may come, when it is grievous, intolerable aud oppressive, by 
forcible resistance if necessary to redress; but, this right is in its 
character revolutionary, and there is no present cause for its exer 
cise. pa ; 

Resolved, That this State will sustain the Executive of the 
United States, in the execution of the constitutional laws of the 
Union. 

Resolved, That the laws passed by the last Congress for the 
settlement of the slavery question, meet with the approbation of 
the people of Tennessee, as being right and just in themselves, and 
honorable to both parties to the controversy. ; 

Resolved, That Tennessee regards said settlement as final and 
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conclusive; to the observance of whose provisions the faith of « 


both sections of the Union stands pledged; and while she is pre- 
pared to abide it, and to give a faithful and perfect execution to its 
provisions, she feels that she bas a right to demand of her brethren 
of the non-slaveholding States, a like faithful observance and per- 
fect execntion of its provisions; and in the spiritof fraternal kind- 
ness tothem, and of unshaken devotion to the Union, she warns 
her brethren of the non-slaveholding States, that a repeal of the 
fugitive slave bill, or any modification of its provisioas impairing 
its efficiency, or a failure to execute its provisions, or a failure to 
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execute any other of the material provisions of the said settle- 
ment, will be regarded by ber as a proclamation {rom the non-slave- 
holding States, that they have determined to break the bonds of 
the Union, and it will be regarded as such an evidence of infideli- 
ty to their plighted faith, and of wanton disregard of the rights 
and honor of the South, as would justify her in resorting for re- 
dress to any means which in her wisdom she might adopt.

MINORITY REPORT BY MR. DAVIS. 


The undersigned, a member of the Committee on Federal Re- 
lations, to whom were referred resolutions No , and No. , most 
respectfully asks leave to hereby express his dissent from the re- 
port of the majority of said committee, which consists in resolu- 
tions reported in lieu of said resolutions referred as aforesaid. 

By the 2d resolution of said report, I understand the doctrine 
tobe declared, that the government of the United States is not a 
confederacy, merely, but that it is perpetual, and subject only to 
be dissolved by revolution. To this doctrine I am unwilling to 
subscribe. For I hold that a constitutional government, formed 
and adopted by a free people, as is the case with the government 
of the United States, can and may be amended, altered or dissolv- 
ed by the people at pleasure. It certainly is inconsistent with the 
idea that all sovereignty is in the hands of the people, to suppose 
that they are perpetually bound by a government which they have 
once adopted, and that they cannot dissolve the same without re- 
sorting to a revolution. Most certainly the power that creates a 
government can dissolve it. Now the people having all the power, 
and in their sovereign capacity governing, and in their individual 
capacity being governed, the idea of a revolution can have no 
place in the common understanding. For when thdy revolt they 
must revolt against themselves. An event too unnatural to sup- 
pose it can ever happen. But when the power of the people is 
usurped either by their representatives or by any other person, a 
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revolujion is then the only resort to restore their power. Until their 
power is wrested fromthem by usurpation, they may peaceably 
dissolve their own government, and cannot, for so doing, be term- 
ed revolutionists. ‘That there is orever has been any danger of a 
dissolution of this Union, I do not believe. For I have never 
noticed that the people, to any considerable extent, have agitated 
the question; and until the people who rule in this Union take up 
the question. there can be no danger, unless it be done by usurpa- 
tion. All this cry of dissolution that we have heard for the last few 
years, has proceeded mainly from ambitious political aspirants, 
together with what few of the people they could excite. When- 
ever the question has been yoted upon by the people, overwhelm- 
ing majorities have been for the Union; showing conclusively that 
the only power that can dissolve the Union, have ever been oppos- 
ed to its dissolution. The continued agitation of this question of 
ripe might endanger the Union, but as yet there has been no 
anger. 

The 3d, 4th, and 5th resolutions of said report meets with my 
approval, as they substantially express my sentiments. And there- 
fore I concur with the majority of the committee in recommending 
their passage. _- 

The 6th resolution is expresive of the warmest and most flatter- 
ing approbation of the course of the President of the United 
States, because he knew his duty, and dared to execute the fugi- 
tive slave law—one of the compromise measures adopted at the 
last session of Congress—which I cannot approve. I have yet to 
learn that the Executive officer of any government is entitled to 
any credit for having merely executed a law, which, by his oath of 
office, he was bound to do. Mr. Fillmore has done nothing but 
his sworn duty. He was bound to execute the fugitive slave law 
or render himself liable to the merited censure of the peaple whe 
placed him in office. It was nota matter of discretion with him. 
No matter what were his private views as to the justice or consti- 
tutionality of the fugitive slave law, as the Executive of the 
Union, he was- bound to execute it. ‘The adoption of this resolu- 
tion, it seems to me, would, by express implication, acknowledge 
that the President of the United States had a right to refuse to 
execute any law passed by Congress if it did not meet his private 
approbation. Iam unwilling to make any such acknowledgment. 
Ido not for a moment, suppose the President would approve of it. 
For if there be no ersor or mistake in the public journals and 
many of the distinguished men of the day, that are friendly to the 
President, and that opposed the passage of this law, the Presi- 
dent justifies himself in the execution of this law, solely upon the 
grounds, that as he was the Executive officer of the Government, 
he had no discretion, but was bound to see that the law was exe- 
cuted. Many of his abolition friends with whom he bad acted 
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previous to his election to the Vice Presidency have deserted him 
because he would not carry out his private views, and refuse to 
execute thelaw. The adoption of this resolution would plainly 
signify that we did not expect that the President would do hissworn 
duty. and therefore we are so agreeably surprised, that we must 
signify it by a resolution of praise. Certainly the President would 
not thank us for this. 

The 7th resolution, in general terms, expresses an unqualified 
approval of the administration of the President of the United States, 
as regards his foreign and domestic policy. Without adverting to 
anything more, I beg leave simply to disapprove of this resolution, 
because I did not approve of the course of the administration of 
Mr. Fillmore in connection with the late Cuba invasion. I cannot 
think the laws of nations will justify the appellation of Pirates, to 
those unfortunate citizens of the United States, who teok part in 
that affair, as they have been denominated bythe President. Aad 
from what has come to light as to the action of the governnent in 
behalf of those American citizens who are now confined within the 
mines of Spain, there is much cause of regret and complaint. 
Certainly that promptness which formerly characterized the gov- 
ernment in asserting and enforcing the rights of her citizens, has 
not been made manifest on this occasion. Until we are more fully 
and officially advised of the action of the government in this matter, 
as well as the position of England and France, in connection there- 
with, we should withhold an unqualified expression of approval of 
the course of the administration. 

The Sth, 9th, and 10th resolutions are in the main all proper, and 
E concur with the majority of the committee in recommending their 
adoption. l 

The foregoing is most respectfally submitted as my own views, 
and are not expressed with any party feeling or at the suggestion 
of any person other than myself—I alone am responsible for them. 
I never have and hope I never will be governed by any other than 


by principle.

The joint select committee, to whom was referred the memorial 
of Parry Washington Porter, in regard to the self-loading and self 
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fireing fire-arm, invented by him, have had the same under con- 
sideration and ask leave to submit the following report. — 

The committee have had a full opportunity of examining the ri- 
fle gun submitted to them by the inventor and they have witnessed 
its operation and have carefully investigated its machinery, and its 
whole construction. 

They are satisfied that the gun is better guardéd to secure safety 
and avoid accidents, than any fire-arm which has come under our 
observation. A 

The machinery is simple, and is as little liable to become de- 
ranged as the machinery of the ordinary rifle. It will require but 
a short time in the use of the gun to become familiar with its man- 
agement. The'inventioncan be applied toany species fire-arm, eith 
erto the pistol, shot-gun or rifle, The guncan befired with as much 
accuracy as any rifle, and in consequence of the mode of the rifling, 
it propels the ball with much more force than the common rifle. 
It will answer for a sporting gun, or for target shooting, and in 
battle it must necessarily be the most destructive fire-grm ever used. 
It can be fired with certainty, at least forty times jn a minute and 
without danger of accident or explosion. 

The committee are fully satisfied that this invention will in a 
short time supersede all other fire-arms, and they are strongly in- 
clined to hope thatcn account of the destructive character of this 
gun, as a war weapon, it will have a powerful influence in pre- 
serving the peace of nations. 

It isa matter of no little pride with the committee, that the in- 
ventor of this fire-arm, is a citizen of Tennessee. Believing, as 
the committee do. that it is one of the most important inventions of 
the age. They regard the prayer of the memorialist as entirely 
reasonable, and to carry the same into effect, they recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, By the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That the Governor of the State is hereby recommended to call 
upon the War Department at Washington, for such a number of 
Porter’s self-loading and self-firing rifles, as the State may be en- 
titled to under existing laws for the distribution of arms amongst 
the States. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this General Assembly, the 
Congress of the United States ought to procure fromthe inventor, 
the right to manufacture and use the self-loading and self-firing rifle. 

Resolved, That the Governor of the State is requested to for- 
ward a copy of this report to each of our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress. All of which is respectfully submitted by

by the House, respectfully ask leave to state their opinion upon the 
question, and the reasons on which the same rests. The 14, 15, 
16, 17, 18 and 19th sections of the 2d article of the constitution of 
this State would seem to have exclusive referrence to the respective 
Houses, and the separate action of each of them. The first of 
these sections, the one upon which the question under consider-. 
ation arises, is the 19th, which is in these words: 

“Afier a bill has been rejected, no bill containing the same sub- 
stance shall be passed into a law during the same session.” 

Standing as the section does in the midst of other sections, 
which relate to the separate and exclusive action of each House, 
the fair inference from the context and the subject matter, is that 
the intention of the framers of the constitution was to prohibit 
either House from acting upon a bill contaning the same substance, 
asone which that House has previously rejected. -This conclusion 
derives support from the 20th section of the same article, which is 
in these words: ‘The style of the laws of the State shall be, ‘Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee.’ ” 

From the language here employed, it is apparent the framers 
of the constitution had in their minds the distinction between a 
Bill anda Law, understanding the former to embrace the separate 
action of each House, and the latter tne joint action of both 
Houses, when, therefore, the term Billis used in the 19th sec- 
tion, and the rejection of a bill mentioned, it seems clear the 
meaning of the framers of the constitution is, that no bill containing 
the same as one previously rejected by the House, shali during 
the same session be entertained by the same House, whether it 
orignated there or in the other House, and when we reflect that 
4 Bill as a Bill can only be rejected in one House, asif a bill 
originate in one House and be rejected in that House, there is 
anend of it, and if it be passed there and rejected in the other 
House, there is an end .of it; so both Houses cannot reject the 
same bill. The conclusion seems placed beyond reasonable 
doubt, that the 19th section has exclusive reference to the sep- 
arate action of each House, and prohibits either of them to 
act during the same session upon a Bill containing the same sub- 
stance with one which that House has previously rejected. 

The prohibition of the constitution is distinct and express, that 
“after a bill has been rejected, no bill containing the same sub- 
stance, shall be passed into a law during the same session.” To 
become a law, a bill must pass both Houses, and if the bill rejected 
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in one House may be iatroduced and passed in the other, and 
then sent to the House by which it has already been rejected, and 
then passed into a law, the express prohibition of the constitution as 
above referred to, will be invaded, because a bill, which has been 
rejected in the only mode in which one can be rejected, will be 
passsed into a law by the House which had rejected it. 

For these reasons, and others which might be suggested, the un- 
dersigued entertain the opinion that the House, when it has rejected 
a bill, cannot, constitutionally, pass another, containing the same 
substance, during the same session. `

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In announcing the result of this motion, the Speaker rose and 
said: 

GENTLEMEN: I rise to perform the last duty incumbent on me as 
the presiding officer ofthis House. ‘The complimentary language of 
the resolution that you have adopted with such unanimity, and 
apparent cordiality, demands from mea few words expressive of 
my deep bense of gratitude. I accepted the distinguished position 
which your kindness and partiality assigned me at the beginning of 
the session with great distrust of my qualification and fitness for its 
arduous and delicate duties. I entered upon the discharge of those 
duties with an honest and sincere desire of demeaning myself in 
the manner that would best secure your good opinion, and with 
the humble, yet ardent hope, that the honor and dignity of the high 
trust would not be lowered in my hands. To this end, I have at 
all times endeavored to treat every member with the utmost cour- 
tesy and respect, to award to each one all his rights and privileges 
on this floor without partiality or prejudice, and to enforce mildly 
yet promptly an observance of the rules of parliamentary law. I 
Lam truly gratified to know by the terms of your resolution that 
my official acts have met with your hearty approval. Without this 
endorsement on your part, the distinguished honor of the position 
would have covered me with shame and confusion; with it, my 
humble and imperfect labors are crowned with all the distinction 
that my ambition aspired to accomplish. I am not able to com- 
mand language properly to express the emotions of gratitude and 
thankfulness that swell my bosom in view of this crowning com- 
pliment. 

T think it is due alike to candor and to truth to say that few legis- 
lative bodies have ever convened in this State, possessing so much 
talent, patriotism and enlightened public spirit. Your deliberations 
have been characterised by a dignity and manly bearingin har- 
mony with the distinguished charecter of the body. Great and 
interesting questions of public policy have come up for free and 
close investigation, giving rise to much feeling and excitement; 
yet your debates, at all times full of wit, humor, argument, and 
commanding eloquence, have been conducted with the greatest 
decorum and self-respect. While you have not been destitute of 
ardor and enthusiasm in the advocacy of the particular interest of 
your constituents, that ardor and zeal have been tempered and 
dignified by a noble and respectful bearing, alike honorable to the 
head and heart. Few, very few, occasions have arisen when it 
has been my painful duty to remind honorable members that they 
were wandering upon forbidden ground, and itis just to say that 
in every such instance their high sense of propriety and dignity of 
character have uniformly checked them in their violation of parlia- 
mentary usage. Doubtless passion has been evolved in these con- 
flicts of argument.and opinion; but it may be truly said that it has 
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passed away, like the bead in the vial of pure water, with the 
occasion that produced it, leaving no sediment behind. I have 
watched with pride and intense pleasure your gallantry and adroit- 
ness in the intellectual tournaments of which this hall has been the 
theatre, It may be that now and thena youthful knight, full of 
chivalry and adventure, has lost his spurs and helmet, perhaps laid 
prostrate on the ground, in splintering a tance with some older 
champion; but no sooner than the conflict is over, than the victor 
is seen binding up the wounds and laying on the “flattering unc- 
tion.’ Let no one indulge in gloomy or unkind feelings on account 
of such a disaster, if indeed anysuch has befallen hims but let 
him take fresh encouragement, buckle on his armor anew, and 
experience will teach him how to wield his lance more adroitly in 
future conflicts. You have used no shafts, coroded with covert 
malice and revenge; you have let fly from the quiver of wit and 
repartee noarrow dipped in galland wormwood; but while the points 
of your weapons have sparkled with the brilliancy of careful polish, 
they have left norankling in the bosom, no poison inthe pure waters 
of the heart. ; 

Iwill not presume to pronounce judgmenton the various measures 
which have been passed into public laws at this session. This high 
prerogative belongs under the genius of our free institutions to the 
great body of the people. You have transacted an unusual amount 
of lacal business, embracing charters of incorporations for almost 
all purposes—you have made many changes in the laws, symplify- 
ing the practice and pleadings in the courts aud explaining and 
removing obscurities and defects in the statute and common iaw— 
you have been liberal and generous in appropriations to the institu- 
tions of charity, thereby alleviating the misery and gloom of the 
Insane, and shedding the light of the outward world in the darken- 
ed intellects of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind—you have set 
apart a Homestead, where the wrecked in fortune and the humble 
poor can retreat from the wintry blasts of penury and want, and 
cultivate and enjoy the virtuous endearments of a permanent home 
—you have passed the apportionment bills without endangeriag 
that rancour and bitterness of party-feeling that sometimes break 
up the harmony and peace of legislative bodies—you have created 
ascheme of Banking, under which capital can be made to realize 
reasonable profits and the note holder amply indemnified in the 
honor and credit of the State, and you have projected a system of 
railroad improvement, extending liberal aid in the loan of State 
bonds to the construction of near near nine hundred miles of road. 
Time alone can fully develop the results that will follow your labors, 
and to this great exponent of truth and error, the wisdom and poli- 
cy of your acts must be submitted. If the public mind approves 
the system of improvements which you have created and projected 
in a broad and very liberal spirit, and the capital of the country 
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co-operates with the bounty of the State in the construction of the 
main roads, looking to the great channels and avenues of commerce 
and travel, your legislation will constitute an era in the annals of 
our prosperous and growing commonwealth, and your names will 
go down to generations unborn, honored and esteemed as bene- 
factors of your race. A new impetus will be given to the devel- 
opment of the vast resources of the State—the industrial energies 
of the laboring population will be awakened from its lethargy—the 
stores of wealth hitherto locked up in mountains and valleys, will 
be tapped and their incalculable riches made subservient to the 
wants and comforts of man; cities and thriving villages will spring 
up as if touched by the wand of enchantment—the beat of the loom 
aud the clinking of the hammer will answer in stirring harmony 
to the whistle of the steam car—an interchange of wealth, of 
thought and of friendship will be established with the citizens of 
sister States, and the Federal Union itself linked together as with 
hooks of steal and bars of iron in one common destiny. No one 
will deny but that a system of railway connection tends to bind the 
Union in closer bonds. The growth in wealth and the advance- 
‘ment in intelligence, consequent on the increased facilities of com- 
merce aad personal intercourse, brings about a kind of community 
of interest, thought and feeling, and as you bring the purses, the 
views and the hearts of the people closer and closer together you 
thereby strengthen and endure to them the bonds of the Union. If 
political madmen, who are engaged in unholy plots to overturn the 
Constitution and the Union, would get out of the way until the 
spirit of this progressive age could make its full impress on the 
intellect and commerce of the country, they could not accomplish 
their wicked purpose, were they master-workmen in the strategems 
of treason, and numbered in their ranks all the traitorous spirits 
on earth. s 

Gentlemen you are all Union men—you are Tennesseans in feel- 
ing and sentiment. This day the noble theme—the Union falls, en- 
kindling and alive, on your hearts asif it were a coal of fire from 
oif the altars of Heaven. ‘Tennessee owes too much to this glori- 
ous Union ever to falter in doing all she can to make its bonds in- 
dissoluble, or to abandon its stars and stripes in the hour of danger. 
Did not the flag of the Union spread its wings over her in the wild- 
erness, When the war-hoop of the Red man awakened the slumbers 
of ker wifes and babes? Did not this bright flag wave many a 
vruceful welcome on her admission into the sisterhood of States? 
Has uot its broad shield protected and defended her infancy and 
riper years from storm and tempest? Have not her liberties and 
interests flourished and prospered beneath the shadow of its expan- 
ded wings? Have not her gallant sons, in days gone by, followed 
this glorious flag through the gloom and smoke of battle to glory 
and the grave, and so long as the Union is for Liberty and the Gon- 
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stitution, accursed be the recreant who will not follow this glorious 
flag wherever its light may lead the way. Tennessee will go on 
in this great work of strengthening and preserving the bonds of the 
Union. Should disaster overtake the Republic and the Union be 
doomed to go down in the blood of civil war, God grant that it 
may be recorded in that day of gloom, as the chief glory of Ten- 
nessee, that Aere the sun-light of American Liberty shed its de- 
parting beams—that here the stars and stripes, every where else 
stricken down and abandoned, were borne aloft in defiance of its 
foes—that here the fires of patriotism were kindled the last time oa 
the altarsof the Union. But this day will not come soon, our coun- 
try has passed through its darkest hours, the clouds that so recent- 
ly overspread the land with gloom, have drifted away and the light 
of the future opens up a brighter and. more cheering pathway. The 
lovers of our free institutions may now indulge the confident hope 
that the Union will not be rent asunder, the Constitution will not 
be trodden under foot, that the temple of our liberties will still lift 
its domein the “clear blue sky,” and the Star Spangled Banner 
ever “wave o'er the land of the free and the home of the brave.” 

Let us not be lukewarm in our devotion to the Union—let not 
those who come after us blacken our memories with indifference to 
its perpetuity. Let us look to the flag of our common country, as 
did Israel of old to the pillar of cloud by day and the pillar of 
fire by night; let us look to the Union as the smitten rock fram which 
gushes up the living waters of our national and domestic happi- 
ness—let us venerate the Constitution as the broad and firm foun- 
dation of our liberties at home and our dignity and greatness 
abroad——let us ever feel that if the light of our example were put 
out, it would leave the horizon of human freedom without a star 
to relieve the thickening gloom. 

You will pardon me for detaining you so long. I have only a 
few more words to add. The public duties, which have kept you 
here are now discharged; the links that have bound you together 
as one body, will soon be broken. You met a few months ago 
comparatively strangers, you will part to-day as familiar friends. 
So long as life endures and memory holds her seat, it will bea 
pleasant reminiscence to recur to the friendships and attachments 
here formed, and may it be your purpose as it shall be mine, to 
keep ever bright as now the links that unite us as friends. Sad, 
indeed, would be the scenes of the separation that will now take 
place, were they notalleviated and brightened by the thought that 
you will soon be welcomed into a circle, whose members are nearer 
and dearer to you than the ties of personal friendship. Who dees 
not feel his bosom swell with joyful emotions as his imagination 
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catches a glimpse of the hallowed light that burns on the family 
altar? Who among you will not in this hour endorse the beautiful 
sentiment of Burns— 


“To make a happy fire-side chime, 
To weans and wile, 

That’s the true pathos and sublime, 
Of human life.” 


We will meet no more in this Hall—we separate in all human 

probability never to meet again as legislators. Let your lots be 
cast wherever they may, whether you pursue the alluring phantoms 
of political ambition, or repose in the calmer and sweeter shades of 
private life, you carry with you the humble assurance of my bigh- 
est regard, and my warmest wishes for your success and hap- 
MNES. 
T thank you again for the complimentary resolution you have 
adopted. Ithank you members and officers of the House, for the 
kind and courteous manner with which you bave uniformly treat- 
ted me. [thank those members, whose long experience in leg- 
islating bas made them familiar with parliamentary law, for the 
prompt and efficient assistance they have rendered mein delicate 
and difficult questions of order. 

i thank most sincerely those gentlemen, who have so often and 
cheerfully relieved me from the labors of the chair. I beseech 
you at parting to draw over my many errors and imperfections the 
mantle of charity. Igo from hence to the humbler but happier 
walks of private life. If lam called away from the scenes of the 
living before you, and chance or inclination should bring you by 
the side of my resting place, I ask you 4s the most acceptable 
tribute of respect, to bedew the green sod with the tears of a sin- 
cere friendship. T wonld bestow this hemble tribute with a full 
heart to the memory of any bonorable member on this floor. May 
you leave this Hall with the full consciousness that you have dis- 
charged your duty to yourselves, your country, and your God. 
Go, and may the ricbest blessings of Heaven attend you. I bid 
you, one and all, an affectionate farewell.
